THE  ANCHOR'S  1950  theme  is  unusually  fitting.  It  pays 
tribute  to  an  activity  for  which  the  city  of  Newport  News  has 
become  widely  known — shipbuilding. 


Here  on  the  World's  Greatest  Harbor,  where  the  ways  of  the 
Newport  News  Shipbuilding  and  Dry  Dock  Company  dip  down 
into  the  James  have  been  built  over  400  ships  that  have  sailed 
the  seven  seas.  As  evidence  of  the  sturdiness  of  these  ships, 
the  first  tug  built  by  the  yard,  the  Dorothy,  is  still  in  active 
service  in  the  Hampton  Roads  area.  As  evidence  of  the  prom- 
inence of  these  ships,  the  Liner  America,  the  Carrier  Mid- 
way, the  Battleship  Indiana,  the  Cruiser  Newport  News,  and 
others  have  figured  in  the  nation's  headlines.

In  1890,  steps  were  taken  to  change  the  Chesapeake  Dry 
Dock  and  Construction  Company  to  the  Newport  News  Ship- 
building and  Dry  Dock  Company.  During  its  sixty  years  of 
operation,  besides  building  ships  of  oil  kinds,  it  has  con- 
structed turbines  and  accessories  for  some  of  the  largest  dams 
in  the  world;  repaired  thousands  of  ships  for  all  nations;  built 
railway  cars  and  engines,  floating  power  plants  and  many 
types  of  miscellaneous  machinery. 


The  yard  now  employs  approximately  6,500  men  and  is  pres- 
ently in  a period  of  adjustment,  so  that  it  can  continue  to 
serve  the  peacetime  needs  of  our  country.

A FEW  BLOCKS  AWAY  from  the  Senior  Shipyard  is  the  site 
of  the  Junior  Yard,  Newport  News  High  School.  Here  the  pur- 
pose is  to  prepare  young  people  for  the  voyages  they  may 
take,  whether  to  college  or  into  a business  or  trade. 

Since  1891  when  classes  were  opened  for  secondary  educa- 
tion, the  enrollment  has  grown  to  1,409  students  and  75 
teachers.  The  present  building,  erected  in  1924,  has  been  en-

larged  by  a stadium,  wings  for  the  library  and  gym,  and  a 
shop  annex. 

The  Junior  Yard  is  building  "Scholarship"  to  improve  the 
students'  minds;  "Citizenship"  to  strengthen  their  characters; 
"Friendship"  to  widen  their  horizons;  "Leadership"  to  de- 
velop their  personalities;  "Sportsmanship"  to  advance  their 
ideas  of  fair  play;  and  "Good-fellowship"  to  warm  their 
hearts  with  the  joy  of  living.

"OH,  THOSE  LUCKY  kids  in  school," 
think  the  hard  working  shipyard  em- 
ployees sometimes.  "I  wish  I were  bock 
in  school." 

"Oh,  those  lucky  men  in  the  ship- 
yard," sigh  the  hard  studying  high 
school  students.  "Can't  wait  'till  I'm 
out  on  my  own." 

Just  who  are  the  fortunate  ones?  In 
the  shipyard,  men  report  at  7 o'clock 
and  get  busy  with  tools,  machines, 
steel  fittings,  and  cranes.  In  the  Junior 
Yard,  students  report  at  8:45  and  "dig 
in"  with  papers,  pencils,  and  books. 
Both  must  give  their  "grey  matter" 
some  exercise  if  they  want  to  get 
ahead. 


Both  have  those  tough,  slow  moments 
when  the  plate  won't  fit  or  the  prob- 
lem won't  check.  Both  have  those  fleet- 
ing, gay  moments  when  they  eat  and 
hear  the  town  gossip. 

In  one  yard  the  long  awaited  sound  is 
the  4 o'clock  whistle;  in  the  other,  the 
3:30  bell. 

At  the  end  of  a shipyard  worker's  day, 
he  goes  home,  eats  and  relaxes  with 
his  paper.  The  student  too  goes  home, 
eats,  and  relaxes.  He  turns  on  the  ra- 
dio— what's  this? — Margaret  Whiting 
singing,  "Homework,  I Want  to  do 
Homework." — Ohhh

In  both  yards,  the  supervisors  and  foremen  are 
trained  in  the  most  effective  methods  for  build- 
ing ships.  Down  at  the  Senior  Yard,  midst  blue 
prints  and  slide  rules,  much  planning  must  be 
done  before  construction  can  get  under  way. 
Here  at  the  Junior  Yard,  with  text  books  and 
next  years  calendar,  teachers  plan  the  studies 
and  activities  for  their  classes.  Senior  Yard 
foremen  work  from  sun  to  sun,  but  teachers* 
work  is  never  done. 
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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  YARD  is 
Dr.  R.  O.  Nelson,  who  is  now  serving 
his  fourth  year.  He  has  many  fine  im- 
provements in  the  school  system  to  his 
credit;  the  employment  of  married 
teachers  and  only  fully  certified  teach- 
ters  and  a pension  retirement  plan  for 
all  employees  are  a few.  Dr.  Nelson 
received  his  education  at  Erskine  and 
Peabody  Colleges  and  the  University 
of  Georgia  and  was  formerly  superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  Martinsville,  Vir- 
ginia.

A white  residue  or  a colorless  liquid?  Class 
experiments  help  chemistry  students  to  ob- 
tain o practical  understanding  of  daily  lec- 
tures and  chemical  reactions.  Students  plan- 
ning careers  in  science  or  engineering  go  on 
to  physics  to  better  understand  the  forces  of 
electricity,  gravity,  air,  and  water.  The  aim 
of  these  courses  is  to  provide  a practical  work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  elements  surrounding  us. 


TO  SOLVE  THE  mysteries  of  bacteria  and 
bugs,  these  biology  students  peer  through  a 
microscope  to  observe  first  hand  the  habits 
of  one-celled  animals.  Biology  students  study 
three  phases  of  living  things,  zoology,  botany, 
and  genetics,  to  enable  them  to  better  under- 
stand the  "wonders  of  the  world."  Lower  class- 
men  are  required  to  take  general  science, 
which  equips  them  with  the  basic  knowledge 
of  land,  sea,  and  air. 


TO  EIGHTH  GRADE  MATH 
CLASSES,  these  aren't  just  pretty 
cutouts.  These  figures  illustrate 
the  theories  of  point  and  line  sym- 
metry. Lower  classmen  also  study 
installment  buying,  banking,  and 
practical  arithmetic  in  their  math 
classes.

Skits,  re- 
ports, and  quizzes  enliven  for  underclassmen  their  study  of  classics  in  lit- 
erature such  as  "Les  Miserables"  and  "Tale  of  Two  Cities." 
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THESE  POPULAR  PRODUCTS  which 
bear  Latin  names  are  evidence  that 
the  language  is  not  dead;  collecting 
them  was  a project  of  the  Latin  classes 
this  year.

THE  SPORTSMANSHIP  slid  down  the  shipways  Septem- 
ber 17,  1949,  under  the  command  of  Head  Coach  Lou 
Plummer,  for  a two  months'  cruise. 

Co-captains  Wayne  Begor  and  Mickey  McNamara  led 
the  Typhoon  on  a pre-trial  run  with  two  non-conference 
foes:  Holy  Trinity  of  Norfolk  and  the  Randolph-Macon 
"B"  team.  Holy  Trinity  sank  to  defeat  bv  a 39  to  0 
score,  while  the  locals  just  squeezed  by  Randolph-Macon 
9 to  7.  Harold  Jones,  end,  caught  a pass  from  Quarter- 
back Ray  Boyles  to  score  the  only  Typhoon  tally. 

After  returning  home  for  minor  repairs  the  Typhoon 
opened  its  conference  slate  October  1 with  the  Hilltop- 
pers  from  EC  Class  of  Lynchburg.  The  mountain  boys 
eased  by  the  Plummer-men  by  a 7 to  6 score.  Boyles 
scored  on  a quarterback  sneak  after  a Class  penalty 
put  the  ball  on  the  Class  one-yard  line. 

Halfback  Bobby  Fennell  scored  the  locals'  lone  touch- 
down as  they  deadlocked  a group  of  shipwise  Maury 
high  Commodores  7 to  7 in  Norfolk  October  7. 

The  following  weeks  the  Typhoon  was  host  to  two  neigh- 
boring teams.  In  the  game  with  Woodrow  Wilson  High 
of  Portsmouth,  Fullback  Curtis  Keeter  snagged  a Boyles 
pass  for  the  only  Newport  score  in  an  1 8 to  7 loss  for 
the  locals.  An  undefeated  group  of  Warwick  High  Farm- 
ers proved  no  match  for  the  Typhoon  which  rolled  over 
the  country  boys  1 5 to  0 October  22. 

As  a short  warm  up  trip  before  taking  a long  voyage 
north,  the  Typhoon  slapped  down  Norview  High's  Pilots, 
1 2 to  0 the  next  week,  and  then  stamped  out  the  Granby 
Blue  Comets  26  to  7 before  returning  home.  The  voyage 
north  was  a disastrous  one  for  the  Newport  squad  which 
was  beaten  unmercifully  by  the  Hopewell  Blue  Devils 
54  to  0. 

After  minor  repairs  were  made,  the  Sportsmanship  set 
out  on  the  Thanksgiving  Day  journey  that  was  to  end 
the  two-month  cruise.  On  that  day  the  Typhooners  ran 
into  a school  of  Hampton  Crabbers.  For  the  first  time 
since  1935  they  defeated  the  Crabbers,  6 to  0.  Fennell 
romped  around  left  end  for  a 25-yard  jaunt  to  score  and 
end  a very  successful  cruise.

His  team  won  the  Eastern  District  Championship  for  the  third  straight  year, 
just  nosing  out  Wilson  High  of  Portsmouth  in  a playoff  game  36  to  28.  Both 
teams  ended  the  regular  season  with  identical  records  of  13  games  won  and 
one  lost. 

In  the  State  Croup  One  Basketball  Tournament  held  in  Norfolk,  the  Typhoon 
downed  Washington  and  Lee  of  Arlington  34  to  30  and  Jefferson  Senior 
of  Roanoke  41  to  35.  In  the  playoff  for  the  State  Championship,  Granby 
High  of  Norfolk,  twice  beaten  by  the  Typhoon,  upset  Coach  Conn's  quintet 
57  to  34. 

During  regular  season  play  the  Typhoon  had  a 15  won  and  three  lost 
record.  The  losses  were  to  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  "Frosh"  37  to 
41,  the  Duke  University  "Frosh"  of  Durham,  N.  C.  43  to  44,  and  to  Wilson
